(a)  adjacent  to  and  within  a distance  of  three 
miles  all  sides  of  the  outer  boundary  of  the 
land  acquired  for  the  Talwara  Township  ;

conditions  of  a licence  from  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
on  payment  of  such  fees  and  under  such  conditions 
as  may  be  prescribed.  j 

(2)  The  renewal  of  such  licenses  may  be  made 
annually  on  payment  of  such  fees  as  may  be  pres- 
cribed. 

(3)  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  claim  compen- 
sation for  any  injury,  damage  or  loss  caused  or  alleged 
to  have  been  caused  by  the  refusal  to  issue  or  renew 
a licence  except  in  case  where  such  kiln  was  in  exis- 
tence at  the  time  of  notification  under  sub-section  (2) 
of  section  3,  and  in  which  case  an  application  shall  lie  to 
the  arbitrator  within  three  months  of  the  order  of  re- 
fusal in  the  manner  provided  in  section  9.

(h)  the  institution  of  fellowships,  scholarships, 
studentships,  exhibitions;  meaals  and  prizes; 
and
